officers power to inditate'ia English and Chinese, by number, how 

- many persone mey sleep in theas buildings. We do not esy thst 
the law could not be improved, especially in regard to the length of 
time taken to secure an abstement of overcrowding, bat. we do 
contend that if the law, even as it stenda, were rigidly enforced, 
the conditions would ba far better than they are to-day. 
ie not -over-stating. the facts to esy that, even in normal 
times, overcrowding smong the Obinese’ does exist in Hongkong— 
whether due to insufficiency of acoommodation or to other causes 
doea not greatly matter. Aocording to the Secretary for Obinese 

' Affsira, there is enfficient housing room in Hongkong to cope with 
‘all the refagees who have come into the Colony since the Canton 
troublea began. Apperently he makes thie statement after receving 
- information which warranta bim in making it. All we can say 

" on that point is that the informstion will come with as mach sur- 
prise to the general pablic as it does to us, Mr. Hallifax contends
